No, we were not being followed. 
There, ahead of us, a vast field of 
wreckage; a quarter of a mile across, 
a great spot of oil stretching over the 
sea, and, strewn about in it, boards, 
pieces of spars and other objects, with 
men clinging to them. In the middle 
of the field two lifeboats, jammed full 
with survivors. 

U-Boat Throws Out —i-. ' 
We advanced at full speed, di- 
narily I permitted the crew to come 
on deck in such cases to recompense 
them for their enforced confinement 
below, where they could see nothing. 
On this occasion, however, I left them ! 
below to spare them the sight of this 
terrible Human misery. I summoned 

only two sailors on deck. 

We threw lifebelts and rings to sev- 
eral of the survivors who did not have 
even a piece of wreckage to cling to, 
and pulled aboard the U-53 two men 
who had no support. Despite the ex- 
traordinary success which we achiev- 
ed, this was one of the hardest and 
bitterest hours of my life. In other 
instances we had regularly had to 
deal with merchant ships, which put 
to sea in order to make money and 
which employed against us methods 
that we considered a flagrant breach 
of the most sacred international rights 
and had compelled us to resort to the 
indiscriminate submarine warfare. 
3ut here we had to deal with honor- 
able enemies, men who had unselfish- 
ly risked their lives without hope of 
reward in the service of their father- 
land. 

But I could not save more. There 
was no place for them but on deck, 
and all would have been lost the first 
time we had to gubmerge, I went 
away with a heavy heart. 


Rose Envies Foe Who Died. 


A few yards from the U-53 a man 
was struggling with death, I can see 
him yet. He looked over toward us. 
He gave no cry for help, no cry of 
anguish, none of fear. Silent, reso- 
lute, heroic, he went down as we 
passed, dead for his country. 

I hold this brave enemy in honor 
and in spirit cast with these words 
a wreath on e waters above him. 
He gave his lif® for his fatherland as 
a real hero. His soul is now in Val- 
halla. But we, the Germans, must | 
live here. defeated and villified; life 
is dreadful to us. What we did was 
actuated by the same impulse that 
drove this brave enemy to die in the 
wintry waters of the Atlantic, I 
envy him. 

The two prisoners were separated 
and brought below. They were given 
hot tea to_clear their throats of the 
sea-water @nd tar-oil which they had 
swallowed,’ their wet clothing was, 
hung up to dry and they were put to 
bed. Stein and I each contributed | 
a suit of woolen underwear. It was) 
reported to me from the forecastle 
soon afterward that neither of the 
men had suffered any damage from 
the immersion. But the shock from 
the two explosions must have been 
terrific. 

As soon as the two men had recu- 
perated and composed themselves, I 
had them brought into my _ cabin, 
where they sat down on my bed. From 
them I learned that the destroyer had 
been the Jacob Jones. 

They had left Queenstown a week 
earlier, convoyed one fleet toward the 
west and another from the edge of the 
danger zone to Brest.

Change in dates of rendering and paying Bills. 


FFECTIVE with all meter readings on and after June 1st, 

1923, bills for retail electric and gas service will be ren- 
dered under the continuous billing method approved by the 
Georgia Public Service Commission. 


The territory has been divided into twenty-four sections. 
All meters in one section will be read on approximately the 
same day each month and bills will be rendered approximately 
five days after meter reading date. Bills are due when ren- 
dered, and the usual discount will be allowed if bills are paid 
within ten days after the due date shown on bills. The meters 
in the different territorial sections will be read on different 
days, one section on each week day during the month. 


Each customer will receive his bill on approximately the 
same date each month. The expiration of his discount period 
will fall on approximately the same date each month.

“Our city tax assessments were in- 
ereased only $14,000,000 this year over 
last, which netted the city only about

“You can avoid these mistakes by 
being careful, «nd refusing to buy a 
shingle that someone else has had 
trouble with, regardless of the guar- 
You don’t want someting 
that will give you tronble, even 
though you have a guarantee and you 
know the manufacturers will make it 
good.

()' course France has a right to occupy 

the Ruhr under the treatv of Ver- 
Sailles, for reparations have not been paid, 
but it is not a question of the legal right 
of France; it is that of moral right, as it 
was a question of moral right for England 
in the Clayvton-Bulwer treatv and the Pan- 
ama canal. jut England gave away! Her 
action will not produce the desired results, 
it is clear. France has been a martyr, but 
that is no reason why she should be a 
fool, No one can doubt the warm friend- 
liness of the present British prime minister 
to France, but when he holds back from 
this Ruhr adventure and sees all Europe 
worse Off because of it, the world should 
give heed. 

The American government said it was 
not in Europe officially, yet since the arm- 
istice it has kept 1,700 teoops there and it 
withdrew them only when France occupied 
the Ruhr. That is, the American govern- 
ment and the American people were offi- 


The debt of the world to her is great; 
she can make it so heavy that it would 
bankrupt Europe to settle the debt, if she 
will intervene. Of ocurse she cannot, and 
Great Britain cannot intervene in the Ruhr 
unless France desires mediation, but the 
United States can draw closer to Great 
Britain and when the time is ripe—and it 
will be soon—she can help adjust the af- 
fairs of the whole world.

We do not worry over .it 
a great deal and yet it must be of some 
importance because every man who has 
taken the trouble to put his thoughts into 
words that are handed down has had some- 
thing to say of art. 

It may be that art is the recording of his- 
tory.

Or it may be that art is superfluous to those 
of grosser sensibilities. 

“Arf is joy!” says Vincenzo Miserindine. 

Now this sculptor is a man.of our own 
day, is just now very much alive and doing 
work that is recognized as ranking with 
the finest of our time.

The sculptor says all this in explana- 
tion of the lovely bust that he has just 
finished and that he and his friends are 
even now admiring on the pedestal in his 
studio at Sixty-sixth and Broadway. rhe 
dusty noise of New York city Swirls about 
him, but the master of clay sees only the 
joy of the thing he has made. 

“It is poetry,’ he exclaims, his black 
eyes snapping with the enthusiasm that 
art has the power to create in his soul. 
“She is poetry itself. That is why 1 had 
her sit for me. I heard her read her poem 
on the sculptor and afterwards | hastened 
to ask, would she sit for me? Is she not 
lovely.”’ 

The girl who sat for the bust of poetry 
is Mary Sigrist, a young poet and prose 
writer, most particularly famed for her 
poem on the Ghandi which was copied 
afew months back in publications all over 
the world. 

“You see the steps that go behind?” 
asks Miserindino, “you see how they climb 
and the lovely lines they make lhe 
steps | put there to Signify the steps of 
knowledge by which we climb always to 
truth and beauty.” 

rhe steps lead up from the base of the 
Statue and wind on around the back of 
the head. And at the left and back there 
is a Strong, positive formation which rep 
resents a cliff, so the sculptor says 

“You see beauty without strength can 
mean heothing,”” says Mr. Miserindino, ‘I 
make the cliff to represent strength.”

In about 
half an hour four natives appeared on the 
brow of a low hill, directly in front of us.

We followed and in about fifteen min- 
utes stopped to rest near a great banian. 
As | grew accustomed to the light, 1 saw 
dimly,» peering from behind the tendrils, 
four intent black faces. We had caught 
up with the men we had surprised on 
the trail. 

SPENT an hour in trying to coax them 

into the open. I held out toward them 
the things most coveted by the natives of 
the New Hebrides—tobacco, salt, a knife, 
a piece of red calico. I made an attractive 
heap of presents on the ground and we 
all stood back, hoping that the shy Sav- 
ages would pick up courage to come out 
and examine them. But they refused to 
be tempted. At last 1 lost patience and 
ordered the boys to surround the Pbanian. 
When | was sure that we had the mnatives 
cornered, | went under the tree and hunt- 
ed around among its many trunks for my 
captives. There was not a sign of them. 
But in the center of the banian was an 
opening in which hung long ladders fash- 
ioned from the tendrils. We didi not get 
another glimpse of them that dav, but when 
we returned to the Amour, we saw foot- 
prints in the sand of the beach. And the 
two boys we had left in charge said that 
a number of savages had inspected the ves-

movements. He approached us carefully. 
ready to turn and run at the slightest 
alarm. 1 endeavored to shake hands with 
him, but he jerked his hand away. The 
friendly greeting had no meaning for him. 
My presents, however, taiked to him. Re- 
assured by them and the voluble Nella, 
the savages Sguatted near us. 

The five savages sat and discussed us 
in their own language of growis and ape- 
like chattering. They tried to examine the 
rifles carried by our bovs, but the boys 
were afraid to let their guns out of their 
hands. Osa, more confident, explained to 
the savages the working of her repeater. 
Then they focussed their attention on her. 
Thev felt her boots and grunted admiring- 
ly.

WE examined the banian from which 
our visitors had come. Like the tree 
we had seen on the previous day, it had 
a hole in the center, in which hung a lad- 
der for hastv exits.

By dint of many presents, | won the con- 


fidence of the chief and, before the after- 
noon was over, | was calling him by name, 
Wao-bang-an-ar. He was a strange crony. 
He was covered with layer after layer of 
dirt. No one who has not been among 
savage tribes can imagine a human being 
so filthy. His hair had never been combed 
or cut; it was matted with dirt and grease. 
His eves were protruding and bloodshot 
and thev were never still. But, Hike Naga- 
pate, he proved to be a real chief, and his 
people jumped when he gave a command. 
He ordered them to do whatever I asked, 
and 1 made pictures all the afternoon. 


That night we slept in the banian, and 
next day Nella led us through the jungle 
to a clearing some five miles distant. There 
we found about a hundred men, women and 
children. All of them, save Wobanganar, 
wio had his food supplied to him by his 
subjects, looked thin and drawn. Some 
of the nen wore the Big Numbers costume, 
some that of the Small Numbers. The 
women wore the usual Small Numbers dress 
of a few leaves. A few men carried old 
rifles, a few others had bows and arrows 
or clubs, but the majority were unarmed, 
These people had no houses or huts. They 
lived in the banians. Sometimes they put 
a few leaves over the protruding roots 4s 
a Shelter from rain Occasionally thev 
built against the great central trunk of 
the tree, a rough lean-io of sticks and 
leaves l picked up. tragments of their 
history, which runs somewhat as follows:

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Windsor, in St. George's chapel 1 
Saw the burial of King Edward. His 
body was drawn to the castle on a gun- 
carriage by bluejackets, and the music of 
Chopin's funeral march, that ecstacy of 
the spirit triumphing over death, preceded 
him up the castle hill. Against the gray 
old walls floral tributes were laid in masses 
from all the people and their scent was 
rich and strong in the air. On the castle 
slopes where sunlight lay, spring flowers 
were blooming, as though to welcome this 
home-coming of the king. Kings and 
princes from all nations, in brilliant uni- 
forms, crowded into St. George's chapel, 
and it was a foreign king and emperor wh> 
sorted them out, put them into their right 
places acted as masters of ceremony and 
led forward Queen Alexandra, as though he 
were the chief mourner, and not King 
George. It was the German kaiser. The 
kings of Spain and Portugal wept unaffect- 
edlv, like two schoolbovs who had lost 
their father, and indeed, this burial of King 
Edward in the lovely chapel where so many 
of his family lie sleeping, was Strangely 
affecting because it seemed like the pass- 
ing of some historic era, and was so, though 
we did not know it then, certainly. 

1 saw George V_ proclaimed king by 
varter king-at-arms and his heralds in their 
emblazoned tabards, from the wall of St. 
James’ palace. Looking over the wall op- 
posite, which inclosed the garden of Marl- 
borough house, was the young Prince of 
Wales with his brothers and sister, and 
that boy little guessed then that this was 
the beginning of a new chapter of history 
which: would make him a captain in the 
greatest war of the world, where he would 
walk in the midst of death and see the 
flower of English youth cut down at his 
side. 

The task fell to me of describing the 
coronation of the new king in Westminster 
abbey, and of all the great Scenes of which 
| have been an eve-witness, this remains in 
my memory as the most splendid and im- 
pressive. As a lover of history, that old 
abbev, which has stood as the symbot of 
English faith and rule since Norman days, 
is to me always a haunted place, filled with 
a myriad ghosts of the old vital days. And 
the coronation of an English king, in its 
ancient ritual, blots out modernity, and 
takes one back to the root-sentiment of 
the race which is our blood and heritage. 


FEXHE ceremony is indeed the old ritual 
of knighthood, ending with the crown- 
ing act. The arms and emblems of king- 


ship are laid upon the altar, as when a 
knight kept vigil. He is stripped of his 
outer garments, and stands before the peo- 
ple bare of all the apparel which hides his 
Simplicity as a common man. 

There was a dramatic moment when this 
unclothiny happened to King George. The 
lord chamberlain could not untie the bows 
and knots of his cloak and surcoat, and 
the ceremony was held up by an awkward 
pause. But he was a man of action and 
puliing out a clasp-knife from his pocket, 
slashed at the ribbons till they were cut. 

Looking down the great nave from a 
gallery above, | saw the long purple robes 
of the peers and peeresses, the rows of 
coronets, the littie pages, like fairy-tale 
princes, on the steps of the sanctuary, the 
Prince of Wales himself like a Childe Har- 
old, in silk doublet and breeches; the arch- 
bishop and bishops, kings-at-arms and of- 
ficers of state, busy about the person of 
the king who was helpless in their hands 
as a victim of sacrifice, clothing him, 
appointing him, crowning him, before,the 
act of homage in which all the lords of 
England moved forward in their turn to 
swear fealty to their liege, who, in his turn, 
had sworn to uphold the laws and liberties 
of England. <A cynic might scoff. But no 
man with an artist’s eye, and no man with 
Chaucer ang Shakespeare in his heart, could 
fail to see the beauty of this medieval pic- 
ture, nor fail to feel the old thrill in that 
heritage of ancient customs which belong 
to the poetry and the heart of England. 

I, at least, was moved by this sentiment, 
being, in those days, an incurable romantic, 
though the war killed some of my romanti- 
cism. But even romance is not proof 
against the material needs of human flesh, 
and as the ceremony went on, hour after 
hour, | felt the sharp bite of hunger. We 
had to be in our places in the abbey by half- 
past seven that morning, and keep them 
until three in the afternoon. 1 had come 
provided with half a dozen sandwiches, but 
with a foolish trust in hungry human na- 
ture, left them for a few minutes while I 
walked to the end of the gallery to see 
another aspect of the picture below. When 
1 came back, my sandwiches had disap- 
peared.
